LEGISLATION WILL EMPOWER 
DISTRICT BODIES TO SUPPLY | 
SEED GRAIN TO ALTA. FARMERS 


Act to Be Passed at Present Session to Authorize Municipalities and 
Local Improvement Districts Throughout the Province to Meet 


the Requirements of Farmers 
Killed by Drought. 


The government of Alberta pur- 
poses passing an act at the present 
session of the legislature empowering 
the municipalities and local improve- 
ment districts throughout the prov- 
ince to supply seed grain to farmers 
in their municipality or local im- 
provement distriot -who have been 
hatled out, or whoge grain crop has 
been killed by drought’ during the 
past year. The government will ar- 
range to endorse these municipalities 
and local improvement districts at 
some chartered bank to obtain the 
money at reasonable rates, the mu- 
nicipality or local improvement dis- 
trict to receive the applications for 
seed grain and distribute the same, 
take the notes for it and make the 
collections when due. 

Where to Get It 

The difficulty in the past with the 
distribution of seed grain has been 
the cost of collection for the same 
over so wide an area as the entire 
province of Alberta. With each mu- 
miicipality or local improvement dis- 
trict having charge of this matter, 
the secretary of this local unit will be 
in close touch with the farmer who 
recelves seed grain and can attend 
to both the distribution and collec- 
tion at a minimum cost. The seed 
grain branch of the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture has made pur- 
chases of seed grain throughout the 


CITY COUNCIL 
BACKED BY FIRE 
UNDERWRITERS 


Edmonton Committee Passes Re- 
solution Calling For Accept- 
ance of Decision 


The Edmonton committee of the 
Western Canada Fire Underwriters’ 
association met on Wednesday even- 
ing to discuss the fire situation. There 
were in attendance thirty-three mem- 
bers representing twenty-five city 
offices. Five offices were not repre- 
sented. The chair was occupied by 
c. G. Scarth of Kirkpatrick and 
Scarth. After some discussion the 
following resolution was passed with 
three or four members opposing: 

“The question of the deadlock in 
the fire department having been in- 
troduced at the annual meeting of the 
Edmonton committee of the Western 
Canada Fire Underwriters’ Assocla- 
tion held 13th February, 1918, it is 
deemed very important and expedi- 
ent that this association, representing 
the fire insurance Interests, express 
its anxiety and emphasize the serlous 
situation created by events which cul- 
minated in the sudden withdrawal of 
the fire protection afforded by an effi- 
cient fire brigade in this city. 

“It is the opinion of this association 
that, irrespective of the merits of the 
arguments adduced favorable to Chief

pality or local improvement district as 
soon as he ascertains tow much seed 
grain is required in his district will 
notify Mr. Wilson and he will arrange 
for the delivery of the same. In the 
meantime, any secretary of.a rural 
municipality or a local {mproyement 
district who will write Mr. Wilson at 
Regina will get from him a circular 
giving the prices at which the Do- 
minion government will sell this seed 
grain, their proposition being to de- 
liver {t to the farmer as nearly as 
possible at cost. 
Other Districts 

In the parts of the province out- 
side of rural municipalities and lcoal 
improvement districts the seed branch 
of the provinctal department of agri- 
culture will arrange to supply seed 
grain to farmers whose crop has been 
So damaged during the year 1917 that 
they have not sufficient good seed to 
sow. It !s important that farmers 
who require seed grain should com- 
municate at once with the secretray 
of their rural municipality or local 
improvement district letting him know 
their wants, and as soon as the legis- 
lature resumes its session the neces- 
sary legislation will be introduced.

WHEN SMART FELL 


First Inquiry Held Concerning 
Death of Well-known 
Young Man 


An informal inquiry, together with 
the consideration of written state- 
nients from witnesses, was held by 
Coroner Dr. Forin in the undertaking 
rooms of Connelly-McKinley, Thurs- 
day morning, concerning the death of 
Robert Gordon Smart, manager of the 
Dominion billiard hall, who died after 


falling three stories in the stair-well 
of the Moser-Ryder block Wednesday | 
evening. 


Witnesses of the accident, together 
with the young man's father and a} 
brother, were present, in addition to] 
the police sergeant who is conducting | 
an investigation on behalf of the | 
police and the coroner. 

The police sergeant was given strict 
instructions to prosecute a search for 
the party or parties who are alleged 
to have taken possession of a roll of 
bills which Smart had in his trousers 
pocket just before the accident. There 
was approximately $70 in the roll. One 
of the witnesses in his written state- 
ment, as also did the brother of the 
deceased, referred to the disappear- 
unce of the money, It was declared 
that when Smart's pockets were emp- 
tled at the hospital there was not a

cent in his clothing. Warlier in the 
evening his companions had seen him 
with the money encircled by an elastic 
band. He had placed it in his trous- 
ers pocket just before the party left 
the room on the third floor in order 
to have supper at a restaurant. 

Those in the party in addition to 
Mr. Smart were C. Allen, G. Robert- 
son, J. MacDougall and A. Kinsley, 
About eight o'clock the young men 
left the rcoms with the intention of 
going to supper. Mr. Smart is be- 
lieved to have tripped on the stair 
tread in some manner and to have 
fallen over the balustrade. He struck 
the railing at every floor in his de- 
scent and fell with great force in the) 
vestibule of the street floor, The In-| 
jured man was rushed to the Misert- 
cordia hospital where he died a few 
nours later.

COMPENSATION 


FOR WORKMEN 
RECOMMENDED 


The workmen's compensation com- 
mission which recently reported to the 
Alberta government upon a proposed 
workmen's compensation act, recom- 
mended that compensation in the case 
of death would be paid the widow at 
the rate of $20 per month, and $5 per 
month for each child, not exceeding 
in the whole, however, $2,500, The 
commission was composed of John T. 
Stirling, mine inspector; J. A. Kinnoy, 
Edmonton, representing the employees 
and W. F. McNeill, Calgary, repre- 
senting the coal operators. 

In the case of a workman meeting 
with an accident which causes per- 
manent total incapacity, monthly pay- 
ments, not exceeding in the whole 
$2,500, will be made, 

In the case of permanent partial 
incapacity, stipulated sums are pro- 
vided, varying according to the nature 
of the incapacity. The largest amount 
paid js $1,000 for the loss of an arm. 

In the case of temporary total in- 
capacity a flat rate of $10 per week is 
paid to any person over 21 years of 
age, and $7.60 for any person under 
21 years of age. 

For temporary partial incapacity an 
amount equal to 65 per cent. of the 
difference between the wages earned 
by the person previous to the injury 
and the wages earned by him after 
the injury. 

The assessment to be made on the 
employer may be either a percentage 
on the payroll or a lump sum, but in 
no case will the sum assessed be less 
than $5. 

Where a workman received an in- 
Jury which disables him for a period 
of 14 days or more, he shall be paid 
compensation from the day of the 
accident, but if he is disabled for a 
period of less than 14 days he shall 
be paid for and from the fourth day 
after the accident, except where the 


| injury ts attributable to the wilful and 


serious misconduct of the workman, 
unless the injury results in death or 
serious disablement. 

The government a few weeks ago 
published a summary of the report of 
the commisssion referring to some of 
the principal features suggested, such 
as compulsory state insurance, to be 
by a state board and 
such lIike, but declined to give the 
amount of the compensation suggest- 
ed. These figures have since been 
given out by Premier Stewart. It ta 
not likely the Compensation Act will 
apply to any but miners.

Austrians Celebrate Peace 
Announcement of Russians 


_ Amsterdam, Feb, 13—Flags are flying everywhere in Aus- 
tria, according to advices from Vienna, and thanksgiving services 
are being arranged to celebrate the news of Trotzky’s declaration 
that the war between the central powers and Russia is ended. 

_ The Vienna official news agency ascribes the reversal in the 
attitude ‘of the Russian government to the fact that peace was 
concluded between the central powers and Ukraine, and ex- 
presses the conviction that as a result of this peace there will be 
strong reaction in the war in the west. The agency xdds: 

‘The termination of the war is ai last obtained by the di- 
plomacy of the central powers, and there is no need te be discour- 
aged by the form chosen by Russia for the announcement of 


t _ Referring to the economic agreements, the Austrian papers 
indicate that while exaggerating hopes were not justified, it may 
be expected that of a two-years’ harvest, at least, which could not 
be exported from Ukraine, there are still considerable stocks, and 
that about one million tons will be available, In this connection 
however, the papers point out the difficulties of transport which 
must first be reckoned with. y

COMMONS DISCONTENT IS

| LONDON, Feb. 13.--An amendment

Richard Holt, which the ministers 
had made a question of confidence was 
rejected in the house of commons hy 
the very substantial majority of 131, 
The Holt rmendment expressed re- 
gret that continued military effort is to 
be the only immediate task of the 
government, It was supported mainly 
by pacifists. 

The event shows that. however, dis- 
eatisfied parliamentarians may be with 
the government's conduct of the war. 
the house of commons is in no mood 
yet to force a change in the govern- 
ment, 

It was a highly charged atmosphere 
that the house met yesterday. First 
came the sensational announcement 
that Col, Repington, military critic of 
the Morning Post was to be prosecu- 
ted In connection with disclosures con- 
cerning the Versailles conference.
